A quick  rise  in 
farm  product  prices  pro- 
bably won’t  be  broi;ght  on 
as  a result  of  the  Korean 
war  predicts  Dr.  Carl  H. 
Moore  of  the  Federal  Re- 
serve Bank  of  Dallas. 

"I  can’t  see  too  much 
inflation  in  farm  land 
values  in  the  near  future,” 
he  said.  Industry  is 
operating  at  capacity  now 
and  has  been  for  some  time. 
And  I can’t  see  any  large 
increase  in  the  demand  for 
food — unless  of  coarse  v/e 
undertalce  to  feed  Asia. 

The  economist  stated 
ho  did  look  for  a seasonal 
decline  in  next  December 
and  January  in  cattle, 
hogs,  poultry,  and  eggs. 

All  production  of  this 
sort  is  rising  he  explain- 
ed. On  the  other  hand, 
costs  of  farming  will  go 
up  thereby  creating  less 
profit . 

Dr.  Moore  laid  out  a 
4-point  program  for  far- 
mers in  a d,ay  of  tense 
international  matters: 

1.  Continue  with  the 

present  soil  and  v/ater 

conservation  program. 


2.  Increase  livestock 
as  he  rebuilds  the 
carrying  capacity  of 
the  land. 

3.  Investigate  all 
labor-saving  devices 
— a labor  shortage 
probably  lies  ahead. 

4.  Get  away  from  the 
year-to-year  landlord- 
tenant  lease.
